NOTE: new issue: (claim 4) the recitation "including a plenum located immediately upstream of said inlet..." slightly 
changes the scope of claim 4. While applicant has argued that "Applicant's attorney noticed that depedent claim 4 did not include a proper 
antecedent for the phrase "the plenum", and has corrected that inadvertent oversight in a manner similar to claim 3" (See page 8 of the 
06/05/06 amendment), the examiner asserts that the scope of claim 3 slightly differs from the scope of claim 4, as such the newly added 
limitation is intended to give a specific structural orientation to the plenum of claim 4 which depends from claim 2.
